It Ih required that these articles shall 
in* of a high grade of purity, as there 
S# » considerable waste, so that the 
gouts Uii.de from “strasb,” as the com- 
poflMtoii is technically known, are by 
uo means inexpensive. The lead gives 
to the' s'trass its brilliancy, while the 
rock crystal contributes brilliancy.

Pftrtfr diamond cannot scratch glass 
uim| is thus easily detected, but colored 
stoues are made of crystal alone that 
arc considerably harder than glass. 
In the making of these a crystal stone 
is hollowed out and filled with some 
colored liquid, the orifice being closed 
with a plug of crystal, which is ground 
down so that there is uo trace of the 
Junction.

Ho w They Are Lo cated to y the Nav al 
Eng ineers. 
Prior to the nineteenth century navi­ 
gation, except ou the high seas, was 
mainly that of the Irish pilot who 
claimed to know ull the rocks iu the 
harbor. 
“An* there’s wan of thim!” 
said he as he struck. 
Ou approaching land one needs to 
know how far he is from the lighthouse 
or headland iu sight. 
Triangulatiou 
tells him. 
Two points ou laud being 
taken for the base of tbe triangle, lines 
from these points, representing tbe 
other two sides of the triangle, are 
drawn until they intersect. That apex 
of the triangle will be the point where 
the observer is. 
Then the distance 
from his point to the land can be easily 
calculated. 
The maritime wars under Napoleon 
disclosed the dangerous ignorance of 
French mariners about their own sea- 
coast. French vessels were unable to 
break, or run tbeir enemies’ blockade. 
After peace was established Beau- 
temps-Beaupre was appointed as the 
organizer and chief of corps of engi­ 
neers to chart the whole coast of 
France. 
His work was so well done 
that the other naval powers hastened 
to chart their own coasts according to 
his methods. 
The head of a rock may easily escape 
ordinary soundings, or lie between 
soundings. 
When covered by ten or 
more feet of water and unmarked by 
ripples or breakers, It is hard to find. 
Even when known it is hard to get 
soundings. 
The lead may glide over 
it, so that even In well surveyed waters 
some unlucky ship out of hundreds 
passing there may "find the rock with 
Its keel.’’ 
Groups of buoys with grappling irons 
are lashed together in long sweeping 
lines and sunk behind the small sound­ 
ing boat until they touch bottom, and 
are then towed until they strike a 
rock. In calm weather rocks and reefs 
may be seen ut great depths from great 
heights In balloons. Even after a rock 
has been discovered. Its depth and po­ 
sition must be precisely ascertained. 
Fishermen, 
too, help make known 
these uncharted rocks, rewards being 
offered for all new ones discovered. 
England, the United States, Spain, 
Italy and o the r maritime nations have 
adopted French methods. 
Japan for 
years has devoted to the subject its 
usual minute, trustworthy and master­ 
ful study, but has imitated the English 
crowded and complicated charts rather 
than the artistic execution of the 
French.—New York Tribune.
